Found: 32 extroverts, 29 ambi- 
verts, and 16 introverts! Foreign 
“eritters,” you say? Well, you’re 
wrong. 

Seventy-seventy students in Ed- 
ward M. Nealley’s psychology 1B 
classes successfully underwent 
minor “brain operations’’ recently, 
to discover whether they were to be 
classes as introverts, extroverts, or 
ambiverts. i 

An extrovert is ‘one whose in- 
terest is centered in external ob- 
jects and actions.” An introvert is 
“one whose satisfaction is found in 
the inner life of thought and 
fancy.” Lastly, the “neutral” am- 
bivert is definited as ‘“‘a type of per- 
son intermediate between an intro- 
vert and an extrovert.”’ 

Twenty questions were compiled 
for the test. Out of 39 students who 
completed the test in one class, 17 
were dominantly extroverts, 9 com- 
pletely ambiverts, 5:moderately am- 
biverts, and 8 dominantly intro- 
verts. From 31 who were “ex- 
amined” in another class, 15 were 
dominantly extroverts, 4 complete- 
ly ambiverts, 4 moderately ambi- 
verts, and 8 dominantly introverts.

Every year the flock becomes 
somewhat larger and, naturally 
enough, the somewhat limited space 
in the shadows of the mission walls 
does not suffice for the entire 
flock. Last year ,some of the over- 
flow flew as far north as the San- 
tiago dam and spent their summer 
in that vicinity. : 

Although many theories are ad- 
vanced concerning the. regular 
movements of the birds, E. M. Neal- 
ley, psychology instructor, has ex- 
plained the problem with a short 
lesson in psychology. He states that 
birds and animals are born with a 
sense or instinct which is known 
to the psychologist as the physio- 
logical time sense. It is by this 
sense that many of the queer quirks 
of nature are explained. For in- 
stance, it is commonly known that 
ducks and geese fly south in the fall 
and that bears hibernate. Thus, the 
return of the swallows is explained 
by this inborn time sense.
